Turning to the profit and loss account, it 
will be seen that we propose to pay a dividend 
at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum and 
transfer £10.000 to “reserve fund’’ (as 
already stated). and £10,000 to ‘ contingencies 
account,”’ while £35,750 is carried forward 
to the new account. Full provision has 
heen made for all; bad and doubtful 
debts, and, ladies and gentlemen, I feel sure 
you will agree with me that, despite the 
difficulties of the times, and notwithstanding 
that salary expenses. continue to increase and 
taxation burdens are. undiminished, the re- 
suits of our trading have been satisfactory. 

If you analyse our earning power, you will 
find that ow our total assets of approximately 
 £42.000.000 the profit, after paying expenses, 
works out at about one-balf of 1 pet cent. per 
annum, and this illustrates the narrow mar 
gin on which we work.

During the last twelve months low money 
rates have continued, and the cheapness of 
money lent at call and short notice has 
affected the earnings of bankers, who, by 
reason of their duty to their depositors—who 
represent the large majority of their cus- 
tomers—must always maintain a _ liquid 
position. Earnings have also been affected 
by the lower yield from gilt-edged securities. 
Cheap money conditions: however, tend to 
promote development and production, and in 
other countries commerce is experiencing the 
advantages which are resulting from the con- 
siderable reductions in fixed interest charges 
which-have taken place. In this connection, 
it is interesting to note that the Government 
has signified its intention of effecting a eon- 
version towards the end of the year of the 
5 per cent. First National Loan into a new 
loan at a lower rate of interest. I am certain 
all holders will co-operate in making this a 
national - success, 

Ladies and .gentlemen, the successful con- 
ducting of banking business is dependent, 
upon the prosperity of the countries in which 
banks operate, and, therefore, as far as our 
duty to our depositors permits, we do our 
utmost to promote legitimate trade expansion. 
Notwithstandimg the criticisms which. have 
been made during. times of trade depression, 
the public generally are beginning to realise 
this, and there is a growing appreciation of 
the soundness of the banking tradition which 
we, In. common with other Irish bankers, 
have followed. 


BANKING COMMISSION 


Tt will be remembered that, arising out of 
the Banking Commission which sat in 1926, 
it was foreshadowed that another similar 
commission would probably be appointed ina 
few years from that time. In the latter part 
of last year a new Commission was appointed, 
and its personnel is a representative one. atid 
includes three Irish bankers. This’ Com- 
mission has been sitting since last November, 
and frequent meetings have been; and will 
be, held for some time to come. ‘this is 
necessary, in view of the wide terms of 
reference—namely, to examine and re 
port on the system in Saorstat Eireann 
oí currency, banking, credit, public bor- 
roweug and lending. and the pledging 
of State credit on behalf of agriculture, 
industry and the secial services, and to 
eonsider and ¥eport what changes, Hf any, are 
necessary or desirablé to promote the ‘social 
and economic welfare of the community and 
the interests of agriculture and industry. 
The opportunity bas been taken to invi ex- 
pressions of all shades of opinion, but vot 
will appreciate that; as one of the members 
of the Commission, it would be out of place 
for me to say anything more at the moment.

THE BURDEN OF TAXES 


Me, Jd. J. Maguire said that he thought the 
shareholders should be very satisfied with the 
result, and it was really surprising that 
dividends had been maintained in the difficult 
circumstances and times through which they 
were passing.

It will be interesting to see when there 
has been. time for calm reflection whether 
the coroner will be considered to have been 
‘talking through his hat” or to have earned 
a coronet or whatever halo should be sup- 
plied to a coroner for a really constructive 
piece of criticism.

"Tis love, ‘tis love that makes the world

HE arguments were resumed in the appli- 
T cation of the Attorney-General for an 
- order declaring that ithe statement of 
claim iu the, action brought against him by 
ithe .Cork County Council, who are seeking 
declarations that they are entitled to their 
Share of the grants forming part of the 
Guarantee Fund, without any deduction being 
made for the purpose of recouping the Exche- 
quer for losses arising from the non-payment 
of ‘land purchase annuities, should be struck 
out} on the ground that it disclosed no 
reasonable cause of action, and that the action 
‘be dismissed, with. costs. 

Mr. Av. H. Meredith, K.C,, Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., and Mr. K. 
Dixon (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
appeared for the Attorney-General; and Mr. 
d. A, Costello, K.C., Mr, J. M. FitzGerald, 
K.C., and Mr, A. Powell (instructed by Mr. 
A. H. Exham) for Cork County Council. 

Mr. Costello, resuming his argument, said 
that the County Council had brought the 
action to have certain complicated Statutes 
construed by the Court. This case must 
come before the Court at some time or other. 
The. action was brought against the Attorney- 
General because they thought he was the 
.proper person to sue, having regard to the 
fact that the question te be considered was 
the construction of important Statutes. If 
the Court came to the conclusion that the 
Attorney-General was the wrong person to be 
sued, the only result would be that the claim 
would be struck out, and the plaintiffs would 
have to apply for the fiat of the Attorney- 
General, who could hardly refuse to grant it 
in a case of this kind, and they would have 
to go over the proceedings again, putting 
additional expense on the taxpayers. The 
application íor a fiat would necessarily in- 
volve delay. It would mean that the various 
departments would have to be consulted about 
It, and they could not get a trial this term. 
The plaiútifis had put in .4heir. pleadings in 
time for.a trial in the present term, but the 
application of the Attorney-General had 


delayed a trial. 


PETITION OF RIGHT 


In 1927, in the cage of Wigg v. Cochrane, con- 
tmued Mr. Costello, Mr, Justice Meredith had 
declared that.this was ayproper.form of action, 
and that decision had been upheld by the 
Prevy Council and been followed ever since. 
The procedure: by ‘petition of right was as 
dead as Oueen Anne, and as a matter of 
constitutional law it Was a very difficult 
question, not merely in this country, which 
had the saine status as Canada, but in 
Canada, whether petition of right lay at 
all. He could not see how the Petition of 
Right Act of 1860 could be brought over to 
thes country. He did not think that that 
Act was ever applicable: here since 1922. 
There was no adaptation of it, and it could 
not be adanted. 

In the Ministers and Secretaries Act, 1924, 
for the protection of Ministers against vexa- 
tious action, the fiat of the Attorney-General! 
was pas iny, bet the Act had no relation to 
the. procedure by way of petition of right. 
The Attorney-General, in giving his fiat, was 
not advising any Minister or anyone else. 
Under the Act the, Attorney-General was 
made independent, and was not in any way 
& to ministerial control. 

Mr, FitzGerald said that it was quite out. 
of the ordinary rule of procedure that the 
Attorney-General should be allowed to argue 
a qnestion of that kind .on a prehminary 
or Ko before pleading and before going to 
trial, 

Mr, Gavan Duffy, replying on behalf of 
the Attorney-General, said that the only 
authority. that could determine the matter 
that the plaintiffs wanted to have determined 
wak the officer or official who was in the 
deise, in which the Lord Lieutenant had 

een by virtue of Section 6, Sub-section 6, of 
the Land Act of 1891. The Lord: Lieutenant 
was the only person who could determine 
such a qnestion.as that which arose in this 
action. The present application was brought 
for the purpose of stopping. once and for all, 
n practice whereby the statutory protection 
of the fiat was being reduced to a dead- 
letter, That was not a technical matter: 
it was a matter of jurisdiction. 


“REGULAR PRACTICE ” 


No attempt had been made by Mr. Cos- 
tello to give any excuse for the plaintiffs’ 
departure from the regular legal practice of 
seeking the fiat of the Attorney-General. The 
Court was asked to shut its eyes to the 
Ministers and Secretaries Act of 1924, and to 
grant this. irregular ’’ relief to people who 
could have gone about their case in the 
proper way by asking for the fiat of the 
Attorney-General. Very little attempt had 
been made to satisfy the Court that this 
was not a device to pre-judge the judgment 
to be given in an action properly brought. 
Under the Ministers and Secretaries Act the 
fiat of the Attorney-General was necessary 
before ‘the Court could entertain an action. 
In the Dyson case there was no alternative 
open to the plaintiff, as the petition of right 
did not apply. 

After hearing further arguments, 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he would 
reserve judgment until the beginuing of next 
term. He added that a stmilar case, concern- 
ing Louth County Council, would stand over, 
pending the decision in the present case.

Barracks yesterday, James Stretton and 

Daniel Stretton, of Kenmare, County 
Kerry, were charged with the unlawful pos- 
session of a double-barrelled shot-gun, and 
with the unlawful use of it to shoot into the 
dwellinghouse of Miss Mary Lynch, Both 
prisoners pleaded ‘* not guilty.” 

Mr. M. J. O’Brien prosecuted, and Mr. D. 
O'Shea defended. 

Miss Mary Lynch, in evidence, said that 
she had a ten years old child named Elizabeth 
Downes, who belonged to a neighbour, living 
with her. They went to bed at about 11.30 
in a room upstairs. The witness went to sleep 
and was wakened up by a loud noise. She 
went into the other upstairs room, where the 
child had been sleeping until two nights before 
this, and found the three upper panes of the 
window had a number of holes in them, The 
spring blind was lying in the middle of the 
floor. As she was looking at the damage 
there was a loud crash and a stone fell at her 
feet. She left. the room, andras she went 
there was another bang. The child screamed 
to the witness, who was carrying a lighted 
candle, *‘ Put out the light, they will shoot 
us.”’ 
Later the witness found that the other room 
was strewn with stones and broken glass and 
there were marks of pellets in the ceiling over 
the bed. 


NO REASON 


Cross-examined by Mr. D. O’Shea, the wit- 
ness said that both the prisoners lived beside 
her, They always had been on the friendliest 
of terms and she did not know of any reason 
why they should commit this outrage. : 

Elizabeth Downes, aged. 10, who was not 
sworn, stated that when they heard the noise 
first her aunt said that there must be an 
“awful gale,’’ Later they heard two shots. 
She corroborated, generally, the evidence of 
the previous witness. . 

Mr. Florence O'Sullivan, shop assistant 
(Kenmare), gave evidence of having sold to 
Daniel Stretton, early in May, a half-dozen 
No. 4 shotgun cartridges, 

Sergeant MI. Whelan (Killarney) said that 
he found marks on the gable window at Miss 
Lynch's house. It was quite clear that the 
marks had heen made by 1 yee of a shot- 
gun. He counted, in all, 115 pellet marks in 
the sash of the window and inside the room, 
There were pellet marks immediately over 
the bed. 

He interviewed Daniel Stretton on May 
IBth, and, having cautioned him, took a 
statement from him, On the evening of May 
23rd he interviewed James Stretton, and ac- 
companied him to a cut-out bog, where the 
accused man pulled out a double-barrelled 
shotgun. The witness got a distinct smell of 
burnt powder from the breach of the left 
barrel. After cautioning the accused man 
he took a statement from him. 

Mr. O'Shea objected to the statement on 
the grounds that it was obtained as the result 
of questions under Article 2 (a), and was 
not voluntary and admissible, 

The witmess said that the statement was 
not taken as a result of questions under the 
Act, and the usual legal caution was given. 


ALLEGED STATEMENT 


The witness went on to say that the 
yrisoner, in his statement, said that the gun 
ad been taken by the LR.A. during the 
trouble and handed back later. It was lying 
around the house, and his brother and he, six 
months ago, decided to dump it, because it 
was no good. He (James) stuck it in the 
bog hole. He had not seen it until that even- 
ing. He denied having any knowledge of the 
shooting. 

Subsequently the witness took the two men 
into custody. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that, 
while the gun was in a cirty condition, it 
was capable of firing a shot. 

Superintendent B. Harte (Killarney) said 
that a few hours afte~ the accused men had 
made the statements th» witness read over 
the relevant sections of Article 2 A. James 
then said: “I made a previous statement 
which was not true I am going to tell you 
all about the shooting.” 

Mr. O'Shea again objected to the admis- 
sion of the statement, and said that he would 
like the prosecution to prove, as they were 
bound to do, that the statement was made 
without pressure and without any force or 
inducement being made io the prisoner. 

The President said that evidence had been 
given in regard to the conditions under 
which the statement was taken and the de- 
fence would have an opportunity of cross- 
examining. 


WORK ON THE ROADS 


The Superintendent went on to say that 
there was no question of duress or induce- 
ment. James Stretton made a second state- 
ment to the effect that he and his brother 
decided to give Miss Lynch a fright because 
she was responsible for them not getting 
work on the roads. They had a gun, which 
they concealed in a fence behind Miss 
Lynch’s house, and at about 11 p.m, they 
went fo the house. Daniel took the gun 
and fired a. shot. © He (James) fired two 
stones, after which Daniel fired another shot 
at the window and a further shot in the air. 
They then concealed the gun in the fence 
and went home. 

Daniel, in a statement, subsequently said 
that he had not seen the double-barrelled 
shotgun since he was twelve or thirteen. 
It had belonged to his father. His father’s 
firearms certificate was for a siagle-barrelled 
gun. He (Damiel)-wae trained in the use of 
firearms; but his brother James conld not 


he (Daniel) had used the six carthridges for 
shooting rabbits. He had never had any dis- 
cussion with his brother James about giving 
Mary Lynch a fright, and he had not gone 
to her house to attack it. 


RE-ARRESTED

He lived a mile from 
Miss Lynch's cottage, which was on the road 
to Kenmare, but in his 28 years he had never 
been in Kenmare after 6 p.m. and had never 
seen a light in the upstairs room that had been 
fired. into. 

The President questioned the prisoner about 
any mark that had been left by Sergeant 
Nolan’s alleged beating. The prisoner said 
that there was a scar on his face for a week 
after it. 

Con Sullivan said that he was a first cousin 
of the prisoner. When he went into the day 
room of the Kenmare barracks to see the 
prisoner he found him covered with blood. 
He was sitting down and crying. The witness 
asked what had happened, and a Guard said: 
“ He struck himself against the fireplace,” 
The witness told the Guard “ not to kill the 
man.” 

Daniel Stretton, senior, gave evidence that 
the prisoner did not leave the house on the 
night. of the shooting. When the witness 
visited his son in Kenmare barracks he made 
no complaints. | 

The President said that normally they 
would call the Peace Commissioner (Dr. 
Moore) and Sergeant Nolan on the question 
of ill-treatment of the prisoner, but the Court 
was satisfied that the evidence of the prisoner 
and the other witnesses about this was so 
obviously perjury that they did not think it 
was necessary. They found the allegations 
that the prisoner was ill-treated in Kenmare 
barracks to be unfounded and untrue. 

The prisoner was found guilty on both 
charges, and sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment.

Naboth’s Vineyard 
According to an official statement which 
was issued in Paris last evening, the 
Council of the League of Nations will 
meet at Geneva on next Wednesday to deal 
with the problem ot Abyssinia. The period 
for the appointment of a fifth arbitrator 
to the Commission of two Italians and two 
Abyssinians, that had an abortive meeting 
at Scheveningen, has expired, and, as 
nothing has been done to further the 
cause of conciliation, the League now .nust 
take the matter in hands. Nobody seems 
to know at the moment whether or not 
Italy will participate in next Wednesday 's 
gathering. It seems that the Italian 
Foreign Office is trying to limit the dis- 
cussions to the Wal-Wal incident—which 
| was the immediate cause of all .he Italo- 
Abyssinian trouble—but, in view of the 
strong appeals of the Ethiopian Emperor 
to Geneva, it is unlikely that any such 
restriction can be placed on the proceed- 


—— 


ings. Signor Mussolini has made up his 
mind. He has announced that he wishes 


to make a masterpiece of his }i°*—‘‘ della 
mia vita voylio fare un capolavoro ’’—and 
he sees in his Abyssinian adventure the 
opportunity to inscribe his name among 
the yreatest Roman leaders. “I love 
Ceesar"’ he is reported to have declared 
recently. He is obsessed with the idea 
that he must found a great Italian Empire 
in North-East Africa, and it is quite 
obvious now that nothing that the 
Abyssinians can do will satisfy him. Like 
Ahab of old, Signor Mussolini has set his 
heart on the. vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. He will stop at nothing to 
achieve his ambition; for he knows full 
well that failure * to -conquer the 
Abyssinians ‘would wreck his whole career 
and his capolacero would dissolve in 
smoke. When the monsoons are over 
the Italian troops will begin their march 
on Addis Ababa. The Abyssinians have 
proclaimed their resolve to defend their 
age-old independence at all costs. 
Although Britain, with other States, has 
placed an embargo on the export cl arms, 
they already have a fairly substantia! 
supply, and nobody who knows anythinz 
of their history can doubt that they wil! 
fight to the last gasp. 
The real urge behind Signor Mussolini's 
apparent megalomania is not political, but 
economic. During his period of supreme 
dictatorship the Duce has done much for 
Italy. He has built magnificent roads, 
and constructed great public buildings.

Dail Eireann 


Dáil Eireann adjourned last night until 
the end of October. Its labours during 
the past session have not been ineffective. 
A system of pensions for widows has been 
put in train; an effort has been made by 
legislation to ensure that the workers who 
will be absorbed into industry under the 
Free State’s new economy shall not suffer 
from the worst effects of industrialism ; 
und a hotly contested Budget has been 
passed into law. The distinguishing 
feature of the session, however, has not 
been the measures which were passed, but 
the ungdifying incidents that accompanied 
their transit. During this last session the 
Dáil discarded the last shreds of good 
manners. It has ceased to be an assembly 
in which the people’s representatives give 
grave consideration to matters of national] 
import; it has become a _ bear-garden. 
There was hardly a day on which Govern- 
ment and Opposition deputies did not 
disgrace the House by outbursts of bad 
temper, by wordy squabbles, and by 
interruptions of a kind that would not be 
tolerated in an ordinary debating society. 
Has there been another session in which 
so many deputies were ordered from the 
Chamber for grave discourtesy, or in 
which the Speaker so often required to 
call for order? We blame no party to the 
exclusion of the others: Fianna Fáil, 
United Ireland and Labour—there was 
little or nothing to choose between them. 
We hope most sincercly that the new 
session will show an improvement in the 
general attitude of deputies. A country’s 
legislative assembly ought to be a model 
of*the decencies. It is inevitable that 
members should feel strongly on certain 
subjects, and that they should be em- 
boldened to speak strongly on them; but 
the rules of the House provide ample 
opportunity to express their feelings with. 
out recourse to The Diéil's 
demeanour during the last session must 
have gone far to lower the national 
prestige in the eyes of any stranger who 
witnessed, or read of it; but it may have 
an even amore serious consequence. At a

She lacks many of the 
essential raw materials, such as coal and 
iron, and her economic position is just as 
bad as the state of her finances. For the 
last six months her trade figures show an 
adverse balance of more than £23,000,000. 
The lira has been maintuined at its present 
level by means of a series of drastic 
expedients ; but the fact that the Govern- 
ment has decided to suspend the minimum 
gold reserve at forty per cent. of the note 
issue gives a fair indication of the way in 
which things are moving. Signor Musso- 
lini must either find a new source of raw. 
materials or face the inevitable bank- 
ruptcy that his dictatorial methods have 
There is no 
other way. If he can grab Abyssinia he 
will secure a land that is rich in most of 
the things that Italy lacks, that has a 
marvellous climate, and can provide a 
market for Italy's manufactured goods. 
F urthermore, he will ‘have solved the 
problem of Itwly's surplus population. In 
short, the conquest of Abyssinia would be 
an ideal solution of Signor Mussolini's 
difficulties, and the only thing that stands 
in its way is the stubborn refusal of the 
Abyssinian people to bow to the Roman 
yoke,

On the hand, the subjugation of the

The 
effect that is conveyed by a reading of 
Dáil Eireann’s “ debates ’’—and still more 
keenly by a visit to the Public Gino’ 
is that few deputies are alive to the 
gravity of the country’s plight, and are 
concerned only to vent their spleen upon 
their political opponents. If this attitude 
persists, the Dáil will become merely an 
expensive luxury, and the first President 
who wishes to do away with it will have

German Sportsmanship 


A striking incident took place a few days 
ago at Wimbledon when Germany, 
desperately eager to enter the Challenge 
Round of the Davis Cup for the first time, 
was playing against the United States. 
The doubles match had reached a critical 
stage when one of the German players, 
Baron von Cramm, touched a ball which 
was going out of court. The touch was so 
imperceptible that nobody could have been 
aware of it except the player himself, and 
yet von Cramm, as the umpire was about 
to give the point to Germany, drew his, 
attention to it. He lost the point, and 
subsequently the match, but he gained the 
admiration of all sportsmen. How 
strangely his attitude contrasts with that 
of the Nazi officials in Dresden ! It appears 
that the players in one of the local lawn 
tennis teams, after their match, were in- 
dulging in conversation with a Nazi official. 
The talk turned to politics, and the official, 
scenting heresy, hnrried away with a 
report to the authorities. As a result, the 
club was deprived of the victory it had 
just won, and this remarkable step was 
justified in an official explanation. ‘‘ Only 
those can be victors in the Third Reich,” 
it states, soleninly, ' who have ftastered 
the National Socialist ideological wealth, 
and show that they can hold their ground, 
not-only in sporting contests, but in the 
national life.” In other words, if one 
cannot agree with all the doctrines of Herr 
Hitler, one cannot, ex hypothesi, win

“UNFORTUNATE HAPPENINGS” 


There is a matter I have refrained from 
speaking about up to the present, said Mr. 
de Valera, because I was very anxious that 
nothing that I might say could be used 
by people who might have an interest in 
making things worse, I refer to the unfor- 
tunate happenings in another part of our 
country. It is not necessary for me to say 
to the deputies here, that we have seen 
with pain and sorrow the condition to 
which certain of our fellow-countrymen 
have been reduced in another city—Bel fast. 
It is not necessary to tell our people that 
this whole Parliament is grieved at the 
conditions up there. 

We know what has been the fundamental! 
cause of this whole trouble, and we know 
that, left to. themselves, our. fellow- 
countrymen in every part of this courtry 
could live with each other on terms of 
reasonable friendship and respect as 
fellow-citizens of the same country. 
Nothing is further from the average Irish- 
man’s mind than the desire to injure his 
neighbour because of his political faith 
or belief. 1 believe all sections of our 
people believe far too sincerely to think 
that the things they hold sacred from a 
religious point of view could be served by 
interfering with their neighbours because 
they hold different views 


RELIGION AS A CLOAK 

I think every one of us, in our history 
as x nation in the past, realises that is true, 
and that if the things that are happening 
in another part of our country, which 
brings sadness to the minds of every one of 
us—these things are happening, no matter 
what cloak may be put upon it—not-really 
in the name of religion, but it is that 
religion is“being uscd as a clénk, as ‘noble 
things have often been used in the history 
of mankind as a cloak for things that are 
mean and shabby. Mean and shabby 
political motives are ever ready to use 
noble things to cover their own meanness 
and their own shabbiness. 

I am perfectly certain that what 1s 
happening in the North, and what pretends 
to be happening in the name of religion, 
is not happening in the name of retigion, 
because nothing that could be termed 
religion could be guilty of the things that 
are happening up there. 


WHERE THE BLAME LIES - 


Now. unfortunately, we are not able to 
do anvthing at the moment that can 
remedy that situation. It is a Power out- 
side this country that created that situa- 
tion, and. that Power cannot escape the 
responsibility before the eyes of the Irish 
people, before the eyes of all sections, and 
before the eves of the Irish 1ace through- 
out the world, and humanity as a whole. 
These things are happening because the 
Irish people are to be exploited in the 
interests of another people—that the 
statecraft of a foreign nation might have 
its Way. 

Our people would not be allowed to settle 
their own differences in the way political 
differences are settled in other countries. 
But a foreign Power comes along, breaks up 
our country. and tries to keep alive 
animosities that were originally produced 
by the action of that same foreign country. 
I hope that, when feelings of bitterness 
comes into the hearts of the people in 
this part of the country over what is 
happening in the North, they: will be 
directed to the’ proper quarter, and anyone 
in this part of Ireland will not be betrayed 
into venting any resentment. they will feel 
with regard to these matters upon people 
who are in no way responsible for them. 
and who cannot end them. 


ACTIONS IN THE FREE STATE 


I am sure I am also expressing the 
feelings of every deputy in the House 
when I say we deplore the action that 
has been taken down here. If an enemy 
of this country sought a more direct way 
of doing damage to us’ here, and doing 
damage to the people in the North suffer- 
ing, they could not choose a better method 
than that of the few misguided

NOT PERMANENT 


While this decision has been taken by 
the British Government ‘‘for the 
present,” it does not prejudice. their 
position if the present diplomatic con- 
versations came to nothing. The decision 
does not mean in any way that the British 
Government do not realise that permanent 
suspension of export licences would be 
detrimental to the Abysssrians. 

The decision to place.a ban for the 
present on the export of arms either to 
Abyssinia or Italy is received here with 
mixed feelings, says a Reuter message 
from Rome. 

Though there is satisfaction that a ban 
on Italy and Abyssinia is better than no 
ban at all. the fact that Italy is included 
is considered to he not a very friendly act 
Italian. Nationalist quarters think that 
Brtain should agree to furnish arms to 
“ civilised IJtalians,’’ but refrain from 
selling them to “ barborous Ethiopians.”

A Note from the Italian Government 
published by the Secretary-General of the 
League to-day stated that, '' being 
desirous, as always, of carrying through 
to its completion the procedure of con- 
ciliation and arbitration’’ whieh was 
interrupted at Scheveningen, the Italian 
Government had informed the Ethiopian 
Government on July 14th last that it was 
always prepared to resume the proceed. 
ings of the Conciliation Commission on 
the understanding that they should remain 
within the limits of the Arbitration Com- 
mission agreement. 

“On July 23rd the Italian Government 
sent further telegraphic instructions to 
the Royal Legation in Addis Ababa con- 
firming that intention, and to ask the 
Ethiopian Government formally whether 
it intends to adhere to the undertaking 
entered into in the arbitration agreement 
or not, and, if so, whether it would 
instruct its agent to withdraw the claim 
put forward, and thus enable the Com- 
mission to continue its work.” 


WOULD SUIT FRANCE 


The Italian Note is regarded tn Geneva 
as indicating clearly that Italy considers 
that conciliation procedure is not yet ex- 
hausted, and that consequently the Council 
cannot properly enter into the rights and 
wrongs of the case until after the 25th of 
August. It-is taken to imply that Italy 
will seek. to confine the discussion at next 
week’s Council meeting to the question of 
frontier incidents and the terms of 
reference of the conciliators, leaving to 
the Council to suggest the desirability of 
nominating a fifth arbitrator. 

This policy would naturally fit in well 
with the views of the French Government 
and delay the general discussion for at 
least a month. It is doubtful, however, 
whether the Abyssinian delegate would 
lend himself to this procedure. 

A communication received from M. 
Jeze, the Abyssinian delegate, is very 
brief. It simply reminds the Secretary- 
General that the first time limit under the 
Council resolution of May 25th expires 
to-night, and emphasises the urgency of 
the holding of a meeting of the Council.

PORTENTS IN. 
CANADA

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day: Mr. Mackenzie King, the Leader 
of the Federal Liberal Party in Canada, 
will open his general election campaign 
next week with a series of broadcast 
addresses, tó be Íollowed by a speech- 
making tour of the Dominion. His 
followers, already confident of victory, are 
further elated by. the results of the pro- 
vincial election in Prince Edward's 
Island. These results are certainly 
remarkable. The Conservatives, who 
formed the Government with a substantia] 
majority in both the Assembly and the 
Council, have lost all their seats, and the 
new Legislature is composed entirely of 
Liberals, who will not be able to form a 
Government without an Opposition. The 
election was fought on loch! provincial 
issues, but the result of the election in 
New Brunswéck last month was only a 
little less emphatic. 

The coming general election will be 
fought on broader questions than those 
with which provincial polities are con- 


cerned, and it will. moreover, be compit-_ 


cated by the activities of the Young Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federation and 
of Mr. Stevens’s new Reconstruction 
Party. Nevertheless, these sweeping 
Liberal victories in the provincial elec- 
tions leave no doubt that, in the 
maritime provinces, the tide is run- 
ning strongly with them, and against the 
Conservatives. What is true of the mari- 
time provinces seems to be true of the rest 
of Canada. Last year the Conservatives 
even lost control of the Province of 
Ontario, where they are usually most 
secure. A short time ago there were Con- 
servative Governments in five out of the 
nine provinces ; there are now none, Seven 
of the provinces are ruled by the Liberals, 
the other two by Radical Agrarian 
parties. 

No one can accuse Mr. Bennett and his 
colleagues of any lack of vigour in their 
endeavours to defend Canada from the 
worst effects of the collapse of the world 
prices for the stable exports of the 
Dominion. The charge brought against 
them by the Liberals is that they 
promised to restore Canadian trade by an 
energetic use of tariffs, and that, so far 
from being able to keep that promise, they 
have made the situation worse than it was 
before by a policy of high protection, 
alienating the Dominion’s best customers. 
The solid achievement of the Bennett 
Government—the recovery of the export 
trade under the Ottawa Agreement—is 
either ignored or explained away.

To-day I attended a remarkable meeting. 
It was addressed by a priest, a district 


inspector and a head constable of the | 


Royal Ulster Constabulary, and the 
audience was a couple of hundred scare- 
faced mill girls from the York street area, 
who were crowded into a little stable vard 
a short distance from the mill in which 
they work. 

The girls were Catholics, employed iri 
the Jenmnymount Mill, which was _ re- 
opened yesterday morning. They were not 
in at work then, but this morning: special 
tramcars, guarded by police tenders, took 
them from their homes to the mill, and 
also to the Milewater Mill, in which they 
were employed. They found that all the 
little “ gadgets’’ which they use in their 
work—*' pickers,’’ knives, and even soap— 
had been removed by their fellow-workers. 

There was no real trouble. inside. the 
factory—the management had seen to 
that—but many of the girls were taunted 
about their religion, and were threatened 
as to what would happen to them after 
work. 


TWO GIRLS ATTACKED 


_At dinner-time the majority of the 
Catholics remained in the mill. but two— 


Bridget Canning. of Trafalgar strect, and | 


Rose Grey, of Garmoyle street—became 
separated from their companions on the 
street outside, where a large crowd had 
gathered. Thev were set upon, and re. 
ceived a number of blows. and had 
their clothes torn before Police Sergeant 
Brehney could rescue them. In doing so 
he received a bad cut over his eye, but 
he managed to get the girls into a “ cage ”’ 
car, which took them to their homes.

200 Catholic girls were escorted through 
the back gates of the mill and along the 
railway to the districts in which they 
lived. The management of the Jennymount 


Mill, however, has decided that itcwill 


not allow sectarianism to disturb the work 
of the mill, and I. understand that some 
of the ringleaders of to-day’s scenes have 
been dismissed. 


MEETING IN STABLE YARD 


The management expressed the wish that 
the Catholics should return to their work 
again to-morrow, but as there was some 
doubt whether they would return, in view 
of to-day’s threats and taunts, messages 
were sent around the district, and within 
a very short time most of the girls were 
collected in the stable yard already men- 
tioned, among them being the girls Bridget 
Canning and Rose Grey, still wearing their 
torn clothes.

FATHER LYNCH’S ADVICE

‘Keep your peace; the managers want 
to see the full mill working,” 


ONE MILL CLOSED 


The Catholic girls from the Milewater 
Mill had to be escorted from the factory 
by large forces of police, and it took two 
or three hours to get them to their homes. 
This mill will remain closed until 
It is estimated that the 
closing of the mill will throw about a 
thousand people out of work. 

The following announcement was posted 
outside the Milewater Mill to-night :— 

‘‘ The mill will be re-opened on Monday, 
and anybody _ resuming work will do so 
on the understanding that the manage- 
ment will. not take into consideration any 
individual’s political or religious views. 
Conditions of work will be cxactly the 
same as those in force since the com- 
mencement of the mill.” 

Special arrangements have been made 
for marshalling the girls who will go to 
Jennymount Mill in the morning, and 
members of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society will act as volunteer stewards until 
the girls are handed over to the care of 
the police. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF 


Girls from other factories who are still 
afraid to return to work, together with 
men in a similar position, are signing on 
at the Labour Exchange for unemployment 
relief, and I understand that the Minister 
of Labour (Mr. J. M. Andrews) has 
arranged for the granting of relief.

BEET. MEAT AND FLOUR 


Some time ago in Galway President de 
Valera said that one million pounds had beeu 
distributed among the farmers of the country 
for beet.

PORTLAOIGHISE, Thursday. 

At Portlaoighise Circuit Court to-day, the 
cross-exumination was continued of William 
J. Delany, motor taxation clerk to Laoighise 
County Council, charged with embezzlement 
of sums of money alleged to have been re- 
ceived by him in respect of motor tax, and 
with falsification of books and documents. 

Witness said that he had forgotten about 
the £30 he had put in an envelope on top of 
the press in the Council office. He alleged 
that he was suspended because Mr. Bartley, 
the Commissioner, was prejudiced against 
him, and told him he should be under lock 
and key. 

Mr. McCarthy, K.C.—And that is what 
the State is suggesting here. 

Witness—And Í am suggesting that only 
I “E oe action against him he would 
not have taken action against me, Witness 
added that he had habe employed age en 
County Council office from February 21, 
1925, to March 7 last, when he was sus- 
pended, He put the £39 3s. in the envelo 
on the press under certain circumstances. tHe 
could not have lodged it in the bank next 
morning, because it could not be lodged to 
the motor taxation account, and a suspense 
at that time was not kept. He could have 
handed it over to the accountant, but the 
accountant was not there at the time. 

The jury found the defendant guilty on 
two counts of embezzlement and five counts 
of falsification, and made a strong recom- 
mendation to mercy.

Judge Gleeson exempted the jurors from 
service for five years,

THE COMMISSION'S 
WORK 


- —- +o — 


Folk-Lore Commission possesses a 
printed collection of 50,000 quarto pages 
of new material—got together in the 

last five years. It is hoped to add to this 
collection half a million more such pages in 
the next six years. It is a big undertaking, 
but the Commission thinks that with in- 
creased public interest, and with the aid of 
the Government grant, progress will be ten 
times faster in the future than it has been 
in the past. 

Dr. Reider Christiansen, of Oslo Univer- 
sity, Norway, is now in Ireland for the aj 
pose of investigating the work accomplished. 
Dr. Christiansen has already made himself 
familiar with every aspect of the printed and 
manuscripts collection up to the year 1925. 
He is Archevist to Oslo University, and is 
deeply versed in international folk-lore. He 
first visited this country fifteen years ago, 
and found it to be of first amportance among 
the natious of Western Europe in the matter 
of folk tradition. In order to fit himself to 
deal with the wealth of material extant here 
ne has learned, and speaks, Irish. 


TRADITION STILL ALIVE 


In conversation yesterday, Dr. Christiansen 
said that the cause of his presence in Ireland 
was that there was here the largest collection 
of folk-lore tales outside Scandinavia. Ire- 
land, he said, was, in Western Europe, the 
only country where “tradition was still alive. 
It had even died out in Scandimavia, and that 
was why he had come to study here. In 
other countries tradition had been swept. 
away, and ‘there existed only an inter- 
national bookish culture. 

From the Irish evidence one was still able 
to get into touch with different modes and 
methods, and to get some general idea of the 
development of the whole thing. ‘The 
medieval background had been Eactad in 
Ireland, and the preservation of the native 
language had been partly the cause. Here, 
said Dr. Christiansen, a definite contribution 
could be made to the science such as could 
not be made by-any other Western European 
country. 


INTERNATIONAL ASPECT 


In thé course of the conversation it was 
gathered that folk-lorists hold that, while it 
is national, folk-lére. can only be scientifically 
dealt with by international methods. The 
greater the number of versions they had ol 
a tale or tradition, the better was the chance 
oí linking up one country with another. The 
Irish Commission has adopted the arrange- 
ments that have been made internationally in 


connection with folk-lore, and the Commius- 


sion’s work is being carried out on the inter- 
national system. 

Dr. Christiansen said that they had becu 
much impressed by the way in which the 
Irish Commission had arranged things, and 
their collection was a very easy one to use. 
The Trish contributions to folk-lore were of 
especial importance, because there was a 
common tradition in all Europe. 

It was shown that the work of the Com. 
mission is by no means confined .to tales 
that might be of “sin methrais origin, and to 
guestions as to whether they are of such 
origin or not. It had been made evident 
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that folk tales could still be alive among 
the people, and outside books. There were 
beliefs, customs, superstitions, etc., which 
threw light on the social and economic life 
of the Imsh people in varying periods, 

The Folk-Lore Commission is concerned 
with every scrap of evidence of the spiritual 
and material life of the people that has come 
down orally, and this fact is enabling it to 
fill up a void created in our historical data 
by the destruction of the Record Office during 
the civil war. The Commission has been 
recovering from oral sources much that had 
been lost concerning the 18th and 19th 
centuries, 


SOURCES OF HELP 


Though such institutions as the Roval Irish 
Academy, the National Library, and the 
Universities have been contributories to 
the work of the Commission, its helpers 
—and devoted helpers—are to he 
found in all classes of the * community, 
They include judges, .clergymen, lawyers, 
doctors, vocational teachers, national teachers, 
small farmers, tramps hind tinkers. 


THE TINKER’S TALE . 


A valuable euntrideetos is a tinker who 
tells this tale himself:—One day a man took 
him into a public-house, stood him a drink, 
and gave him a shilling, With the result that 
he found himself a member of the British 
Army just óne month before the outbreak of 
the Great War. His most fortunate period . 
of service was when he was a boss of coolies, 
and had nothing to do but bask in the sune 
shine and make the coolies work. He served, 
chiefly as a sniper, for four and a half years, 
and was wounded three times. He had no 
pension, all because he had joined wp a month 
too soon.

There was a period as late as this afternoon 
when it seemed possible that an Irishman 
would have a say in the destination of the 
championship medal, but William Nolan, of 
Portmarnock, on that momentous fourth 
round, found the greens so fast that he 
became terrified over the shortest of his putts, 
and his final round of 81 left him with no 
chance of even getting among the first half 
dowen. The greens to-day, under the influence 
of the blazing sun, were converted into sheets 
of glass, and Nolan was not the only one of 
the big men who went skidding all over them. 

Of the leaders yesterday, Nolan and Ernest 
Whitcombe retained their places with rounds 
of T5 and 71, respectively ; but Compston and 
Easterbrook receded, Compston taking 76 for 
his third round, while Easterbrook virtually 
extinguished his chance of retaiming the 
championship by barely breaking 80. 

Oniv Kenyon of the leaders had to come 
in, and Nolan, E. Whitcombe, Busson and 
Brews were ticing for the premier position. 
Kenyon had reached the turn in one over 
4's, and when he holed a twelve-yarder at 
the home hole for a 71 he had assured himself 
of a rare opportunity of repeating his former 
triumphs.

r. CONNOLLY, Minister for Lands, 
moved that the Senate approve of Reserved 
Commodity (Sewing Cotton) Order, 1865, 
made on July 2nd, 1935, by the Executive 
Council under the Control of Manufactures 
Act, 1934. | 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said the Yeason why it was 
decided to make sewing cotton a reserved 
commodity was to ensure the establishment 
of the industry in the Western part of the 
country. A capital of ,000 was considered 
adequate to cover the initial activities, but 
it would be necessary to increase that capital 
before the full degree of manufacture could 
be undertaken. It was anticipated that em- 
ployment would be given, when the full 
process of manufacture was undertaken, to 
150 or 200 hands. A large proportion of the 
workers would be females. The price of the 
thread, quality for quality, would not be 
greater than those of the British cotton thread 
combine in Great Britain. a 


MONOPOLIES BAD 


Mr. McILOQUGHLIN said that he regarded 
the practice of creating a monopoly as a bad 
one, and it was particularly bad im the case 
of sewing cotton. 

The Minister had made a sensational state- 
ment in the Dail about a conspiracy to smash 
the Westport factory. He (Mr. McLoughlin) 
had made inquiries, and had found nothing 
to ua: the statement. 

r, McELLIN said that for the small 
total amount of value of the thread trade 
in the country it would not be advisable to 
start another similar industry: The total 
value of the trade would only amount to the 
turnover of ap ordinary trader in the country 
in a year, - :

THE NEW L.B.W. RULE “ 


The experimental lbw rule, now having 
been in force for nearly three months, ample 
opportunity has been afforded to appreciate
